OUR ALLIES ’NEED’ SIO BILLION WORTH 
Despite Sounds Of Peace, 
Huge Arms Program Urged 


WASHINGTON, June 29—De­ 
fense Secretary 
Marshall dis­ 
closed today that despite proba­ 
bility of peace soon in Korea, the 
United States plans to spend at 
least $19 billion during the next 
three years for foreign military 
aid. 
Marshall told the House For­ 
eign Affairs Committee that 
the requirement for funds for 
the foreign military assistance 
program will he “at least the 
same level” during the 1953 
and 1954 fiscal years as Presi­ 
dent Truman’s request for the 
next 12-month period. 
The President has asked Con­ 
gress to authorize $6.3 billion for 
the 1952 fiscal year which begins 
July I. In addition, he also re­ 
quested another $2.2 billion for 
further economic aid. 
Marshall lashed out also at 
some of the Western European 


nations. He charged, without cit­ 
ing them by name, that “ some, 
for one reason or another, have 
not seemed to do all that they 
could do.” 
The cabinet official stated that 
the U. S. “ has taken more posi­ 
tive steps to meet the dangers of 
our times than have the govern­ 
ments of Europe.” 
Marshall said he realized that 
European nations have 
their 
problems, but, he added “ so do 
we.” 
The cabinet official revealed 
that we have already furnish­ 
ed our Western allies with a 
monumental amount of arma­ 
ments. 
As listed by Marshall, they in­ 
clude: More than 4,300 tanks and 
combat vehicles, 2,750 major Ar­ 
tillery pieces, 18,000 general pur­ 
pose vehicles, 850 aircraft, and 
more than 175 naval vessels and 


small craft, 
In addition, more than $1 bil­ 
lion worth of small arms, mor­ 
tars. recoilless rifles, bazookas, 
electronic equipment and mil­ 
lions of pounds of ammunition 
have been shipped abroad. 
Marshall stated that exclu­ 
sive of aircraft and naval ves­ 
sels delivered under their own 
power, the war materiel ship­ 
ped abroad amounted to more 
than 1.4 million tons of equip­ 
ment. 
In addition, more than 12,000 
foreign students have been train­ 
ed in the U. S. under the mili­ 
tary assistance program. 
Marshall revealed that the ar­ 
rival of American armments in 
Indo-China less than two weeks 
before a crucial battle apparent­ 
ly saved Hanoi, the capital of 
Tonkin, from capture by Com­ 
munist Viet-Minh troops.

PATIENCE AT AN END 
IT IS NO T surprising that Marriner S. 
Eccles has now resigned as a member of 
the Federal Reserve Board. The mystery 
is why he didn’t take this step long ago. 
For years Eccles has been engaged in a 
running battle with the administration over 
financial policies and he never has been at 
pains to keep that fact from the public. He 
has even written a book in which he takes 
the President and Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Snyder to task for a political approach 
to some of the country’s banking problems. 
Significant of the extent of the right be­ 
tween Mr. Truman and Mr. Eccles is the 
President’s letter accepting the resigna­ 
tion. It was coldly polite and. contrary to 
custom, expressed no 
regret 
whatever 
over the end of 17 years’ excellent service 
to the government. 
Indeed this was not the first time that 
Eccles was the victim of cavalier treat­ 
ment at the President's hands. During the 
1948 political campaign Mr. Truman de­ 
moted him. without explanation, from his 
position as chairman of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board—a post he had held for 12 
years. Mr. Eccles, in his book just publish­ 
ed, asserts he was demoted as the price de­ 
manded for supporting the President by the 
nation’s largest chain banking system. 
A more sensitive and less patient person 
would have regarded that a good time to 
have retired. 


MOKE OF THE SAME 
COMPTROLLER General Warren put 
the case all too mildly when he told a Sen­ 
ate committee that there has been “an 
undoubted weakening of moral standards’’ 
in government and out of it. 
General Vaughan and his deep freezers, 
John Maragon and his tie to ^he White 
House, the R F C employes and their shady 
performances—all these have already of­ 
fered eloquent testimony to the way that 
the public trust has been violated. 
How far this sordid business has pene­ 
trated into government there is no means 
of knowing. But enough has been revealed 
to provide proof that common honesty is 
no longer regarded as a virtue by many of 
those in the federal service. 
Nor is it an adequate defense of the ad­ 
ministration to say that nothing that has 
been done is actually illegal. There is such 
a thing as propriety and that is what has 
been violently abused. 


Concern with a capital of only $1,200 re­ 
ceived government contracts totalling 3 
million. It is not revealed where it obtain­ 
ed the $1,200. 


A peace offensive in all countries has 
been conducted by Soviet Russia since 
1945. The very term, peace offensive, is 
paradoxical. Who is opposed to peace? 
Who wants war? Actually, while Russia 
was most vigorous in its peace offensive, 
the United States let its military might dis­ 
sipate, while Russia built a large and po­ 
tent military machine. 
It is important to bear this six years’ 
campaign in mind in connection with Jac­ 
ob Malik’s cease-fire proposal. Throughout 
the Korean war, Russia has been circulat­ 
ing the “Stockholm Peace Appeal.” It has 
been signed by millions of persons in all 
parts of the world, many of them innocents 
who love peace, hate war, and believe that 
because that is what they understand, it is 
what the men in the Kremlin mean. 
Actually, what the Russians mean by 
peace is that the status quo, however, ach­ 
ieved, should be recognized and stabilized. 
Let us apply that to Korea. North Korea 
is now occupied by Soviet China. The North 
Korean government has been defeated and 
destroyed by the United States. However, 
instead of the Republic of Korea (South 
Korea) occupying and unifying that coun­ 
try, Soviet China, operating out of the 
Manchurian sanctuary, took possession 
and has been engaged in a war with the 
United States. Soviet China’s objective bas 
nothing to do with Korea. Its objectives 
are: 
1. To obtain a seat in the United Nations 
as the only recognized government of 
China; 
2. To be permitted to occupy Formosa 
and to abolish the Nationalist government, 
headed by Chiang Kai-shek; 
3. Succession to China’s permanent seat 
on the Security Council of the United Na­ 
tions; 
, 
4. The elimination of the United States 
from Asiatic affairs; 
5. A seat at the conference for a treaty 
with Japan. 
This the Russian* call peace. Actually, it 
means the total defeat of the United States 
in Korea; the reduction of the Korean state 
to precisely the conditions that existed 
there on June 25, 1950; the strengthening of 
the Communist position in relationship to 
the future not only of Japan, but as the sit­ 
uation must work out in time under these 
terms, the Philippines. 
Were this Russian peace accepted, the 
voice of the United States in the affairs of 
the world would be equal to that of Japan 
and Germany, the defeated countries. It 
would mean, for our country, total isola­ 
tion. For few countries, under such cir­ 
cumstances, could afford to accept our 
friendship or proffer theirs to us. 
Dean Aehcson and President Truman 
have correctly resisted the temptation of 
rushing into Malik’s arms, for while peace 
is a popular word and no one in the United 
States favors the Korean war, the peril is 
that the acceptance of Malik’s cease-fire 
proposal, without knowing in advance 
what Russia actually proposes, might be 
utterly disastrous to this country.

‘V I AMU NOXON—The United Stales government is now the world’s 
V I 
largest employer of scientific talent. The tab for Uncle’s scien­ 
tific research for war iiiping 1951 will reach the staggering total of 
one billion, IOO million dollars. 
That is the most money ever spent on research in peacetime by any 
nation in the history of the world. 
Mountains of money and a small army of technicians and scientists 
•re required to keep us ahead in the most dram atic scientific race of 
all time— the race to stay ahead of the lio n Cur­ 
tain countries rn the life-and-death quest fur ncsv 
weapons. 
This la one race we dare not lose The price of 
developing new weapons is high, but the price of 
lagging behind Russia in the discovery, say, of 
atomic energy development or in biological war­ 
fare could bt* slavery. 
Directing this gigantic mobilization of brain­ 
power is the Research and Development board of 
the Department of Defense. It is the central nerv­ 
ous system which controls and co-ordinates the 
activities of hundreds of scientific agencies; in our 
government, in private industry, and in hundred* 
Secretary George of colleges and universities. 
C. Marshall 
Dr. Erie A Walker, executive secretary of the 
Research and Development board, estimates that 
the Department of Defense and the Atomic Energy commission hire 
the services of about two-thirds of the nation’s scientists, lf the 
emergency continues, he says, the figure may climb to three-fourths 
The Research and Development board proper comprises some 400 
of America's most distinguished scientists. It is divided into 15 com­ 
mittees, covering ail phases of the defense research effort, such as 
atomic energy, biological waifare, electronics, guided missiles, medi­ 
cal sciences and fuel* and lubricants. 


• POWERFUL ROB— Working quietly and without fanfare, the 
board is almost unknown by the public at large. Yet it has enormous 
power. By law*, it enjoys a status equal to that of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff 
It reports its findings directly to Secretary of Defense George 
C Marshall. 
The Research and Development board lets no contracts on scientific 
research, but it supervises all contracts let by the technical branc hes 
of all the armed .services—a tremendous undertaking. These contracts 
range from experiments to discover new kinds of jet airplane fuel to 
the discovery of new wonder drugs—and to such things as the adap­ 
tion of plastics to war uses. 
Incidentally, a radical ne w development in the field of plastics made 
recently under the board s supervision is now at work in Korea. It is 
one small example of the thousands of ways in which lives can be 
saved by research. 
A plastic "soil stabilizer” was recently developed which, when 
poured on the sandy Korean beaches, made them almost as hard as 
cement. Tanks and heavy equipment were unloaded rapidly under fire 
during amphibious operations. The hardened soil kept the heavy ma­ 
terial from getting bogged down in the sand.

The Research and Development board is a clearinghouse for scien­ 
tific information from all sources. Discoveries made by the govern­ 
ment laboratories or by private industry or colleges under government 
contract are made available to all researchers. This saves enormous 
amounts of precious time and manpower, not to mention a great many 
taxpayers’ dollars. 
The board give* all possible help to promising projects 
curtailed. For the first time in our history, Amel lea 
now has a serious jshortage of trained scientific man­ 
power. It is the board s job to see that fruitless ex­ 
periments or duplication of effort do not w*aste our 
scientist a time. 
Dr. Walker recently pin-pointed the urgency of th* 
Research and Development board'* efforts. 
"In pre-atomic eras, failure to keep abreast of the technology of the 
times was disastrous but not necessarily fatal," he said. "Today, it 
seems clear that survival will probably depend on the most far-seeing 
ana effective application of modem technology to w ai fa it.”

JESUS GAVE HELP AND HEALING TO ALL WHO 
CAME TO HIM 


Scripture —Genesis J ;26-*7,\M atthew 8:1-}; 12:9-13; 18:1-6; 12-1};

IN GENESIS Ae read of man’s 
creation. “God said, Let us make 
man in our image, after our like­ 
ness: and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the se a, and over 
the fowl of the air, and over the 
cattle, and over all the earth, and 
over everything that creepeth 
upon the earth. 
“So God created man in His 
own image, in the image of God 
created He him; male and female 
created He them.” 
Isn t it odd that up through the 
ages man has not thought of his 
brother men as created in the 
image of the Almighty? If he 
had, how could he have treated 
him as he has? 
And if all men realized that 
they are made in the image of 
God, how could they permit them­ 
selves to be so cruel, so unjust, so 
tyrannical to their brothers? 
Are humans just beginning to 
realize their inheritance and to 
demand that they (every individ­ 
ual) should be treated with re­ 
spect, love, brotherhood? 
Jesus considered people worthy 
of help and healing. Every one 
who came to Him in faith and 
sincerity He aided—the beggar at 
the roadside, the rich man. Little 
children were His friends and He 
used a child to illustrate the hum­ 
ble spirit that men needed to 
achieve the kingdom of heaven. 
Our first story that shows the 
spirit of Jesus is when a poor 
leper came to Him and begged to 
be cured. No one else would touch 
a person so afflicted. They would 
be afraid that they would become 
infected and “unclean.” Jesus, the 
Christ, did not fear. 
When the man, probably kneel­ 
ing before Him, said: “Lord, if 
Thou wilt, Thou canst make me 
clean,” “Jesus put forth His hand, 
and touched him, saying, I will; 
be thou clean. And immediately 
his leprosy was cleansed.” 
Jesus told the man to tell no 
one, but to show himself to the 
priest, and to offer the gift Moses 
commanded. 
On the Sabbath Jesus went into 
the synagogue, and there was a 
man with a withered hand. Think­ 
ing to accuse Him of sacrilege, 
the Pharisees asked Jesus if it 
was lawful to heal on the Sab­ 
bath. 
What man of them, asked Jesus, 
owning a sheep, would not lift it 
out of a pit into which it had

Jesus had the man stretch forth 
his arm and when he did so, the 
Lord healed it. 
The disciples came to Jesus to 
ask, “Who is the greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven?” seeking spe­ 
cial favors for themselves. Jesus 
gave them a lesson then and 
there: He called a little child and 
put him among them. Then He 
said. 
“Verily I say unto you, except 
ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 
Whosoever t h e r e f o r e shall 
humble himself as this little child, 
the same is greatest in the king­ 
dom of heaven,” and He went on 
to say that he who received such 
a little child in His name, re­ 
ceived Him, and woe betide one 
who should offend such a little 
one. 
In a recent lesson we had the 
parable of the man who had many 
sheep, and one went astray. The 
owner left the ninety and nine, 
and searched and searched until 
he found the lost one. Then he 
carried it home and gave a feast 
to his friends to celebrate the re­ 
turn of the lost lamb. 
“He rojoiceth more of that 
sheep than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray. 
“Even so it is not the will of 
your Father which is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should 
perish.” 
God, our Father made all of us 
and we all share the good things 
of the earth or at least, such 
should be our heritage. When we 
do not share with others: when 
we arc proud and treat them as 
if we thought they were not as 
good as we, we should remember 
Jesus rn His brief sojourn on 
earth. He respected people for 
what they were. He “ate with 
publicans and sinners,” He talked 
to the woman of Samaria and 
taught Jier His gospel. 
Why cannot we consider each 
person we meet as also made in 
God’s image? Like little children, 
why are we not humble in spirit 
so that we too may inherit the 
kingdom of heaven. And why do 
we not aet while we are here on 
earth as if we ARE made in God’s 
image ?

Not a Russian has 
fought in the Korean war. Rus­ 
sia has heretofore assumed no J 
responsibility for the 
Korean 
war. 
Why then has Russia suddenly 
intervened? This must be not-! 
cd: 
The Soviet world is one 
: world. Whether it is war in North 
Korea, a speech by Togliatti in- 
Italy or an article in the New 
York Daily Worker, or the treat-1 
ment of Christian missionaries in 
I China ,or Catholic priests in Hun-1 
gary—all decisions are finally 
I made in the Kremlin. It is the, 
totality of the "one world" idea, 
1 with central control. 
Therefore, no m atter what de­ 
nials Russia may have made in j 
the past, Malik represents the 
reality of the Korean situation,! 
namely, that the effective prin­ 
cipal is Soviet Russia and Soviet 
China is functioning as a proxy 
. for Russia. 
If Soviet Russia is assuming 
responsibility for th.s Korean 
war, then a cease-fire confer­ 
ence involves Russia as the chief 
negotiator 
and opens 
all 
the 
questions concerning 
w h i c h 
agreement at the Paris confer-j 
j enee has been impossible. 
In a word, the real danger is 
that the United States is being 
I tricked and it is necessary to be 
wary. We must continue to forti­ 
fy our might.

Plea Is Issued 
For More Use Of 
Flushing Bars 


The height of the Ohio mowing 
season 
has 
arrived 
and, 
aa 
usual, will bring with it the an­ 
nual "Death on the Cutter-Bar" 
scene for an untold number of 
Ohio’s young game. 
Each year thousands of game 
birds and animals are killed by 
the mowers, and without the use 
of every available caution, the 
story will be repeated this yea- 
son. 
With 
this in 
mind, wildlife 
-leaders have urged farmers to 
use the h i g h I y-recommended 
flushing bars on their mowers aa 
extensively as possible in an ef­ 
fort to avoid a large loss. 
The flushing bars are very 
simple and easily improvised if 
none are available in the area. 
The bar consists of a wooden or 
steel bar which can be seemed 
on the front of the tractor, ex­ 
tending at least the length of the 
cutter bar and as far in front of 
it as the conformity of the trac­ 
tor will allow. 
From this bar a number of ob­ 
jects may be strung, about six 
inches apart, which will touch 
the ground. Suggested material 
ii eludes rope with metal weights 
placed on the ground end.% >r 
sacks with a clod of dirt will do 
the trick. 
The bar wiJ flush most of th* 
game from the immediate area 
endangered by the cutter bar 
and will save countless numbers 
of game. 
Extensive studies are being 
made by the game management 
section on the success of the 
flushing bar and are being g* 
ricd out cooperatively with ™v- 
eral rural groups

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County Youngsters Chalk Up Half Million Days Of School 


Interesting 


Data Given 


On System 


Expenditure Mat 
Also Outlined 


Pickaway County school boys 
and girls attended more than a 
half million days of school last 
year. 
According to an annual sta­ 
tistical 
report 
compiled 
by 
County Superintendent George 
IV McDowell, county young­ 
sters attended an aggregate to­ 
tal of 589,325.5 days of school 
last year. 
The report, compiled by 
Superintendent McDowell from 
individual reports from each of 
the 17 county schools, shows that 
elem entary youngsters attended 
465.441 days of school while high 
school boys and girls attended 
123.884.5 days. 
In addition, an average of 3.- 
503 county boys and girls attend­ 
ed each day of school during the 
last school year, 2,770 in the ele­ 
m entary 
grades 
one 
through 
eight and 733 in high school 
grades nine through 12.

BUT. DURING the year, the 
youngsters 
were absent 
from 
classes an aggregate total of 
29.410.5 days. Absence figures 
show' 
that 
elem entary 
young­ 
sters 
missed 
21.798 
days 
of 
school while high schoolers miss­ 
ed 7.612.5 days. 
This year's figures, however, 
are better than last y e a r’s, when 
a total of 35,623 days of absence 
were recorded. 
Average daily m em bership in 
the 17 county schools during the 
year was 3,667 youngsters, 2.889 
in the elem entary grades and 778 
in high school. 
The average daily member­ 
ship figure is used as a basis 
for the 
state foundation aid 
monies which the county sys­ 
tem will receive next year. 
Through the course of the last 
school year, a net total of 3.702 
boys and girls were enrolled in 
the county system. 
At the end of the school year, 
the actual count was 3.663 boys 
and girls. Last y ea r's actual en­ 
rollm ent was only 3.590. 
Of the net total 3,702 young­ 
sters, 1,913 were boys and 1,789 
wrere girls.

A TOTAL 
OF' 
174 teachers 
were employed during the year 
to instruct the youngsters, 53 
m en teachers and 
121 women 
teachers. 
McDowell 
said 
the 
average 
elem entary teacher salary for 
the y ear in the county .system 
was $2,177.61, while the average 
high school teacher pay was $2,- 
768 42. The superintendent ex­ 
plained that salaries of superin­ 
tendents and principals were in­ 
cluded in the high school 
pay 
average. 
During the year, a total of 304 
youngsters. 
138 boys 
and 
166 
girls, were graduated into high 
school, while 158 youngsters, 78 
boys and 80 girls, were graduat­ 
ed from high school. 
A total of 69 school 
buses 
were in operation during the 
last year in the county, tran s­ 
porting an average of 2.918 pu­ 
pils to and from school each 
day. 
McDowell explained that 14 of 
the buses are owned by private 
contractors and 54 are owned 
entirely by the school. The one 
other bps is retained under an 
old system 
w'here the 
driver 
owns the chassis and the school 
owns the body. 
Five new buses were purchas­ 
ed for the system during the 
year. 
A total of 29 separate buildings 
were in use in the county system 


last year with 211 rooms in use 
for instructional purposes.

OF TH E 29 school buildings, 17 
were occupied 
by 
elem entary 
schools while ll of the 17 also 
contained high schools. 
Three of the separate elem en­ 
tary schools. 
Madison, 
Duvall 
and 
South Bloomfield, 
w e r e 
j three-teacher schools while two 
of them were four-t e a c h e r 
schools. The remaining 12 were 
taught by five teachers or more 
each. 
Finishing out the report, Mc­ 
Dowell 
said that 
17 libraries 
were in operation in the county 
system last year with a total of 
23,817 volumes available to the 
I youngsters. 
He said 7,911 volumes were for 
elem entary youngsters. 7.700 vol­ 
umes for junior high and 8,206 
foi high school. 
In addition, the libraries add­ 
ed a total of 843 new volumes 
this year at a cost of $2 410.54, 
A total of 17 part-tim e librarians 
supervised the libraries.
